It may not be uninteresting to our Christian friends to 
know what has been done here during the last 6 months : 
we therefore with pleasure publish the following brief account 
of the present state of the Mission. 

According to the health and strength granted to us by our 
gracious God, we have been travelling during part of every 
month in the country, in the midst of Christian and heathen 
villages, preaching and distributing the word of life. We 
can say with humble gratitude that our labours have not 
been in vain. 

ls£. —Congregations. —We mentioned in our last address 
that at the end of December 1835, we had under our superin¬ 
tendence— 1,56! familis—containing 5,581 souls—in 154 villages. 

From the accompanying 
list, made up to the end

Being an increase during 

the last six months, of 274 „ „ 775 „ 35 „ 

This increase has partly been from the old Congregations 
in 15 places; but chiefly from among the heathen, of whom 
227 families in 38 villages, have placed themselves under 
Christian instruction. The increase would have been larger, 
were it not that 18 places have been struck out from our list, 
because the families resident there, have either removed to 
other places, joined the Church Mission, or returned to 
heathenism. 

We are sorry to say that in 47, out of the 189 villages now 
on our list, divisions have been effected; that is, a part of 
each Congregation is with us, and the other part with the 
Church Mission. However, the people in 142 villages con¬ 
tinue undivided. 

The oppression which our people have experienced in cer¬ 
tain villages, has compelled us to seek other lands for them 
upon which to settle. This has already been accomplished 
in one instance ; and we hope to be able to succeed shortly 
in others. There are also 4 new Christian villages rising in 
different directions.

We have had 107 baptisms since our return toTinnevelly, 
viz. 34 men, 20 women, and 53 children. The Lord’s Supper 
has been administered every month in Palamcottah, at which 
most of the Catechists attend, together with such persons of 
the country congregations as can conveniently make the 
journey. 

Our journies among the people have been productive of 
mutual joy; and on the whole, they are earnestly desirous of 
being fed with the word of God, and of laying aside their sin¬ 
ful habits. Their simple faith and confidence in the Lord 
God of their salvation, is, in many instances, striking. Here 
and there they have trials to endure, under w hich the Divine 
promises are their comfort. 

2d. —Catechists. —At the end of last year, there were 75 
in employ ; now at the end of June, there are 96 ; including 
head Catechists and Assistants ; being an increase of 29. 
We place none in the office but such as in Christian charity 
are believed to be converted characters. They have had 
their monthly exercises as in former years ; they learn, every 
month, a chapter or a part of a chapter by heart, which is 
explained to them at the monthly assembly ; besides which 
they latterly had a whole Epistle appointed to them for pri¬ 
vate study during the month ; on the contents of which they 
are questioned when assembled here. A commentary on 
St. Matthew’s Gospel is also dictated to them. 

3d .— Schools.— At the end of last year we had 40; now 
there are 48, with regular Masters, and 20 served by the Ca¬ 
techists with Ushers ; in all therefore 68 schools. Of these, 
3 are girls’ schools ; one of w 7 hich is on the premises, con¬ 
taining 19 girls under the care of Mrs. Schaffter ; they are 
fed, clothed and instructed. Another day-school is in Ra- 
jahkudy* a village not far from hence, under the care of Mrs. 

* The congregation of this place is now removy^to another spot of 
Murugenkuritchy, which has been purchased that they may settle upon 
it, in order to separate them from the heathen, kho live in drunken¬ 
ness and other vices. The small girls’ school, therefore is just now 
out of order. NS& 
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Muller ; and a third is in the town of Tinnevelly, superin¬ 
tended by both Mrs. Schaffter and Mrs. Muller, and con¬ 
taining 21 girls. 

In all the schools, there are now 2,093 scholars, of whom 
2,004 are boys, and 89 girls. 

Of the 67 Schoolmasters and Ushers, 21 are Christians, 
the remaining 46 are Heathens ; but these latter are pretty 
well instructed in the principles of Christianity ; and most of 
them are also well inclined towards it. One of the head 
Schoolmasters has lately been baptized at his own urgent 
request. He has been acquainted with Christianity these 7 
years, but was only brought to a deep conviction of its truths 
since January last ; though even previous to it, his upright, 
and truth-loving conduct, proved him to be influenced by the 
word of God.—His name is Timothy. 

Every heathen Schoolmaster is instructed in Christianity 
for 2 or 3 months previous to his being sent to a place. 
And whilst employed, all learn a portion of Scripture by 
heart, which is explained to them at the monthly Meeting. 
During their stay at Palamcottah, they usually attend all 
the Divine Services, by which means their knowledge is in¬ 
creased ; and it is hoped, (as we have already had instances 
of the kind) that their minds are gradually preparing for the 
reception of the Gospel. With reference to many of them it is 
only Caste which is the hindrance to their openly embracing 
the truth, chiefly on account of their relations. 

4th. —The Prepar*ndi Class.— At the end of June there 
were 15 persons in this Class, part Christians preparing for 
immediate usefulness among the Congregations, and part 
Heathens preparing to be Schoolmasters. The latter are 
usually but 2 or 3. They are on the premises, and are daily 
instructed chiefly in the Holy Scriptures, and in doctrinal 
and historical Catechisms ; also in Tamil Grammar. They 
learn daily a portion of Scripture by heart, which is minutely 
explained to them. They have thus gone through a large 
part of the Gospel of St. Matthew, and are now learning the 
Epistle to the Romans. 

5th. —The Seminary, consists of 25 scholars ; who are 
fed, clothed, and instructed on the premises. Their studies 
have hitherto been the Tamil and English languages, Tamil 
and European Arithmetic, Geometry, the Evidences of 
Christianity, and the word of God. From various circum¬ 
stances we have not yet been able to resume with them 
Geography and History ; but hope to do so in future. We 
have the pleasure to see them not only desirous of learning, 
but also improving in Christian morality. Nine of these 
lads give evidence of a change of heart, and afford hope of 
their one day being usefully employed in the Mission, 
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§th. —Finances. —Unconnected with any Society, we have 
cast ourselves entirely and directly on the Lord’s care and 
providence ; because we are humbly assured, that we serve 
Him, that the cause in Tinnevelly is his cause, and that the 
people are his and not ours. Our trust and confidence in 
Him have hitherto not made us ashamed. He has supplied 
all our wants ; and he has engaged to be our provider until 
the end. It is the glory of these days that his people 
learn more and more to sever the chaff from the wheat, and to 
act up to the Catholic spirit of the Gospel. We thought of 
adding a list of those friends who have hitherto supported 
the work in our hands, together with an account of our ex¬ 
penditure ; but upon farther consideration we deem it right 
to leave this till the end of the year, as we formerly stated 
in our address. We bless and praise God our Saviour, 
for all he has done for us, and we thank his servants, who 
for his sake, have so willingly given us their aid. We would 
at present only mention that our monthly expenditure amounts 
to nearly 1,700 Rupees ; and request those of the people of 
God who from various causes have hitherto withheld their aid 
from us, to relinquish any prejudices they may have imbibed, 
and to come forward in the support of a cause which is based 
on scriptural grphnds, and which we humbly trust, has the 
Lord Jesus Christ, for its head, whose glory in the hearts of 
sinners and in the world, becomes more and more the chief 
desire of our souls. 

As many of our old Congregations have lost their Chapels 
by certain strange proceedings, the erection of new places of 
worship has caused a considerable expenditure, not from the 
costliness, but from the multitude of such buildings : many of 
them are but mere sheds, affording a mere shelter from the 
heat and the rain. It may easily be conceived how trying it 
must be to the people, to see their former better buildings 
locked up before their eyes, and left to perish rather than be 
granted to them for Christian worship. 

It is also our desire to form Mission Establishments in 
the interior of the country, for which our funds require en¬ 
largement. The same we may say with respect to the pur¬ 
chase of School books, and printing religious tracts and books 
for the instruction of the Catechists. We have hitherto 
printed one tract, especially for the Congregations, to encou¬ 
rage them in their trials ; and we have now a small body of 
Divinity in Tamil in the press for Catechists and Students 
in Theology; as it is our ardent desire, by the help of 
of the Lord, to raise up a more able and efficient native 
ministry. We notice these particulars for the kind consi¬ 
deration of our respected friends. 

We must not forget to state, that by the late prosecutions 
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before the Magistrate, our people have been subjected to 
considerable expense, to meet which they have formed a 
special fund, to which they contribute monthly. This extra 
expense has hitherto prevented us from commencing the 
operation of Tract, and other Societies. But we trust the 
Lord will in his own time, remove these hindrances. 

CONCLUDING REMARKS. 

In certain recent publications, doubts have been raised 
as to the efficiency of our former plan of proceeding, and 
especially as to the character of the Native Christians. 
Sorry as we are at the misrepresentations and insinuations 
which have been made, we will by no means enter into a 
minute refutation of them. If those who make them can 
pursue a better plan, we shall wish them God speed, and 
willingly learn of them. It is easy to throw down a build¬ 
ing, but not so to raise one ; it is easy to cavil and find fault 
with measures, but not so to institute or improve them. 
We shall therefore simply content ourselves with making a 
few remarks on the work pursued here, particularly with 
respect to the Congregations, for the satisfaction of our 
friends. What we are going to say is indeed not new, as 
we have often given them similar statements in our former 
reports; but as they are probably forgotten it may be well 
to repeat them. 

The means used for calling the heathen out of darkness 
to the glorious light of the Gospel are simply these,—the 
preaching of the word of God by ourselves and the Cate¬ 
chists, the circulation of religious tracts and portions of the 
Scriptures, the establishment of schools, the intercourse of 
native Christians with their heathen neighbours, and prayer 
for the Divine blessing. No other means are resorted to ; 
no worldly advantages are held out to any; if one of our 
Catechists were known to do any such thing, he would not 
only be sharply reproved, but according to the nature of his 
offence would be dismissed from his office. From the 
beginning, the holding forth of worldly advantages for the 
purpose of drawing the people over to Christianity or attach¬ 
ing them to us, has been an abhorrence to our minds, and 
we trust the Lord our God will ever preserve this feeling in 
our breasts. We can fearlessly say, that there is not a sin¬ 
gle Congregation, which cannot rise up and declare that in 
point of worldly advantages, they have always been dis¬ 
couraged by us to expect them, when expressing their desire 
to become Christians. The representations that we have 
given to the people of Christianity, have been simply these; 
that the religion of Jesus will make them sober, just, chaste, 
heavenly-mindecl, fervent in spirit, serving the Lord, and as 
a natural consequence, diligent in business. Thus far we 
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have told them that Christianity will improve their worldly 
condition, but herein we have done nothing more than pro¬ 
phets and apostles have done before us. To tell the people 
that they will be comfortable and happy under the influence 
of that Gospel which teaches us to deny ungodliness and 
worldly lusts, ought never to be considered as an enticement 
presented to them to throw off the profession of heathenism 
for the garb of Christianity, on the ground of worldly advan¬ 
tages. We are aware it has been stated that we have taught 
the people that if they become Christians, they would be 
freed from paying taxes either to the Government or to their 
land-lords, as well as freed from rendering other dues to 
those to whom they are indebted—but we fearlessly assert, 
that though this charge may be made, it cannot be sustain¬ 
ed ; it is a perversion of the truth, as opposed to our princi¬ 
ples as to our practise. Whoever else may have taught such 
things, we have never done so; and if a Catechist should 
have gone further in this matter than either our instructions 
or the word of God warranted him to do, it has certainly 
been without our knowledge. Such a line of conduct would 
moreover be useless, as the people would in such a case soon 
be undeceived, not only by their intercourse with ourselves, 
but also by the fact that they have to suffer in this very par¬ 
ticular ; they being often compelled to pay more taxes after 
having joined the Christian Church than they did before. 

What then it may be asked influences the, people to re¬ 
nounce heathenism and embrace Christianity ? We reply 
that their motives appear to be various and mixed. The 
people receive the knowledge of Christianity by one or the 
other before mentioned legitimate means; their minds be¬ 
come convinced of the excellency of the Gospel, and as a 
consequence they become desirous of embracing it; but vari¬ 
ous causes often hinder them from breaking the chain which 
binds them to custom and to the world. Some individuals do 
not hesitate long; they are compelled by the force of truth 
to shake off idolatry at once and enter the Christian path. 
Others go more slowly to work; they come and inquire, 
ask for tracts and the Scriptures, and examine them for a 
length of time, without taking any decisive step further than 
leaving off the grosser part of idolatrous worship. This is 
particularly the case with the wealthier inhabitants ; who 
evince their earnestness in the matter, even by purchasing 
Christian books. Thus lately two respectable natives bought 
the Tamil Evidences of Christianity for two Rupees each. 
Again, many carry the thought of becoming Christians about 
with them for years, till some great trouble or affliction, 
either from oppression or sickness comes upon them ; they 
are then powerfully led to think that in a connexion with the 
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Christians it will be well with them ; the result of which is, 
that they renounce heathenism and request to be regularly 
instructed in the word of God. There was lately a remark¬ 
able instance of this. A rather wealthy Nadan in the south, 
acquainted with Christianity for many years, had been all the 
time leading a wicked life, to the great injury of his bodily 
health ; he tried many medicines and idols too, to make him 
well, but in vain ; at last he became deeply convinced of his 
wickedness, and resolved to come to one of us when on a visit 
in that quarter ; he came and told his whole case, and earn¬ 
estly requested to have special prayer made for him to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. After suitable advice on the subject, 
prayer was made for him ; he attended the divine services of 
the day, and went home determined to follow Christ, whether 
his bodily sickness be removed or not. Further means were 
used and blessed ; he is now well and building a prayer house 
in his village. Now shall we reject such people because they 
come to Christianity in the first instance, not from purely 
spiritual motives ? If persons who are already acquainted 
with Christianity, and who behold the improved condition of 
native Christians around them, are led to think that by a 
connexion with them, and by worshipping the Christians’ 
God, they shall be delivered from their troubles, from vain 
expenses to idols, from the fear of devils, &c. ; and upon this 
determine to embrace Christianity, surely this is not an evil 
thing to be rejected. If God uses such means to bring the 
people under instruction in the wholesome truths of the Gos¬ 
pel, are we to quarrel with them, because they do not come 
exactly in the way we wish them to come ? or ought any one 
to defame the work of the Mission, because the people do not 
immediately show forth all the fruits of true conversion, and 
do not at once leave off all the evil habits which they have 
contracted from their youth ? Let us not forget from 
what a mass of corruption a native has to come out, when he 
embraces the Gospel. How long is it even with Europeans, 
after their conversion, before they can shake off all the 
worldly and superstitious notions and habits in which they 
had previously lived ? And how many conversions among 
them take place chiefly through the instrumentality of afflic¬ 
tion or troubles of a worldly nature ! If they require a great 
deal of patience and forbearance, how much more the 
natives ! To this it is said, “ true, but do not call them 
Christians” Certainly not in the proper sense of the word ; 
but why not in its general sense, and for the sake of distin¬ 
guishing them from the heathen ? Are they unworthy of the 
term merely because from circumstances (not under their 
controul) they have not yet received the rite of baptism ? Is 
it nothing to be accounted of, that they have actually forsaken 
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their idols and the fear and worship of devils, and have 
broken the former in pieces ?—that they are learning the 
word of God, and are gradually improving in right views and 
in character ; becoming better men, better fathers, mothers, 
children ; better masters, servants, and subjects ? Not that 
we suffer vice in them ; they “ must be exhorted, reproved, 
and sharply rebuked,” as also the primitive Christians had 
need to be (Titus 1, 13, and 2, 15), but in all this, a great 
deal of wisdom, patience, and gentleness is required, lest we 
root out the wheat with the tares, and altogether choke that 
which is good in them. How few Europeans deserve the 
name of Christians ! and yet they are all called so, for obvi¬ 
ous reasons. 

It has been asked how many real Christians are there among 
the ten thousand converts in Tinnevelly ? (meaning particu¬ 
larly our Mission). To this we answer that we do not know. 
Neither the rite of Baptism, nor that of the Lord’s Supper, 
is a safe criterion by which to form a sure estimate. Many 
both Europeans, and Natives, enjoy these ordinances, and yet 
, are not thereby real Christians ; and so we say on the other 
\ hand, that there may be many true Christians among our 
congregations, though they have not yet received the rite of 
\ baptism, and had administered to them the Lord’s Supper. 
“ The Lord knows them that are his,” and we are persuaded 
that in every congregation there are at least some men and 
women who believe in Jesus Christ as their Saviour. The 
great day will declare them. A correct judgment in this 
matter depends much upon the measure we use to estimate a 
true Christian. Europeans who have had the advantage of a 
Christian education for centuries, and who have received a 
tincture of propriety and true morality with their birth, even 
though they be yet unconverted—are apt to form a wrong 
estimate of a truly Christian character among the natives, 
because they measure them by themselves ; they imagine 
that a native Christian must be as civil, courteous, cleanly, 
kind, candid, liberal, intelligent, and just as themselves; 
and they are ready to strike off from their list of native 
Christians every one whom they find not possessing these 
qualities in the same manner and to the same degree ; 
while on the contrary they put on their list of true 
Christians every one who exhibits these qualities as 
Europeans do, whatever may be their character in other 
respects. Now, much as these qualities are to be prized, 
and to be encouraged in the natives by all proper means, 
yet Europeans who use them as a measure to ascer¬ 
tain whether a native is a true Christian or not, are adopt¬ 
ing an erroneous standard. Every true Christian must, 
indeed, believe in the Lord Jesus Christ as his Saviour, for- 
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sake idolatry and every sin ; but with this character there 
may still be mixed much indecorum (to us), and, indecent 
carriage, with many superstitious notions, and bad habits 
contracted from their very birth ; many of which they 
had been taught to consider even as decent and proper. 
We will not here instance habits which merely refer to 
manners, and have nothing sinful in themselves, but go 
at once to the habit of lying or prevaricating so com¬ 
mon among the Natives. That direct falsehood is wicked 
and must be given up, every native Christian of course 
knows, and the true believer abhors it ; but that a 
cunning way of speaking (implying falsehood) is -wicked 
also, this he may not know or feel so immediately or so 
strongly, having all along considered it rather a virtue than 
a vice. Now we do not wonder at all, if on certain occa¬ 
sions even the true native Christian is guilty of this species 
of falsehood; nor ought we to deny him to be a true Chris¬ 
tian merely on that account. Such a mode of speaking 
among the Natives is similar to what are called by Euro¬ 
peans, “ white lies.” And, alas ! how many Europeans are 
guilty of the same, whose conversion to God it would be 
difficult to question I Do we excuse the native Christians in 
these habits ? Not at all. We only wish to show that there 
are certain bad habits in them, on the account of which 
merely we cannot deny them to be true Christians; they are 
habits, the renouncing of which depends on their growth in 
grace and holiness, about which they must be continually 
and opportunely instructed, warned, and reproved. They 
are sad blots in their Christian character; but the Holy 
Spirit has instituted the sacred ministry to remove them; 
through his gracious influence they will be removed, and 
the native Christians also will come “ to the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ,”—but this is a work of time, 
and we must patiently labour and wait for it. Happy are 
we in being able to say, that there are already many native 
Christians who have by the grace of God so far advanced in 
holiness, as to be free even from these blots, who would not 
knowingly speak a falsehood on any account. 

It must also be remembered, that among the 10,000 pro¬ 
fessing Christians, children are included, which form a large 
portion of the whole.—For instance among the 6,3.56 souls 
now on our list, there are 2,636 children. Again, of the 
remaining 3,720 adults, only 786 are baptized, the rest 
are candidates for baptism ; and again, among the bap¬ 
tized, there are some who were Roman Catholics. Those 
whom we admit to the holy ordinance, are such as give 
us reasonable hope that their hearts are right with God. 
Those who are not yet baptized, however, must not be 
thought to be all unconverted persons ; we are sure there are 
many among them, who ought to have the rite administered 
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to them—our circumstances alone have hitherto prevented this 
being done. We humbly think that the fact alone that so many 
souls have been snatched from the strong holds of idolatry, 
and brought into the way of knowing the only true God and 
the Saviour, should be a matter of great joy to every Christian 
heart; and should call forth most fervent prayers for the 
finishing of the great work so happily begun in them. We 
have never said that all are real Christians; the contrary has 
been our language, as we have often witnessed the strong 
wordings of iniquity even in some who had been baptized— 
still we do not hesitate to say with joy and gratitude to God, 
that there are indeed many who love the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and sincerely endeavour to walk according to his command¬ 
ments. That there is a mixture among the Congregations 
is not at all extraordinary; it is no more than was the case 
among the primitive Christians, and than what we now meet 
with among Europeans. It is true, that in the late struggles 
here, a number of the native Christians have been led to 
show a very different character to what they have been 
taught; we mourn over them, and pray that God may in 
mercy restore them ; but it is also as true, that a gi’eat many 
of them have, in the midst of very trying circumstances, 
shown that their faith is not inactive, and their know¬ 
ledge of the word of God not vain; they have shown 
that they can relinquish the goods of this world for 
spiritual advantages. Some by-standers have cried out 
« Desolation ! Woe !” But let the heart of none fail. The 
congregations of Tinnevelly have been severely tried; but 
this trial has already worked much good for them, and we 
trust will work still more. Our eyes behold it with pleasure 
.— we bless God for it, and are assured that our former labour 
has not been in vain. Our prospects are certainly encourag¬ 
ing. The late troubles have had a wholesome effect even 
upon the heathen; who continue to resort to us even with 
greater confidence than they did before. The large increase 
from among the heathen during the last six months is a 
proof of this. 

We praise God our Saviour for all the blessings he has 
bestowed upon us and upon this people ; truly he has been 
good to us and fulfilled his precious promises; he has graci¬ 
ously borne with our failings and imperfections ; as our day 
has been, so also has he caused our strength to be. We 
daily feel more and more that without Him we can do no¬ 
thing. For every good that has been done, to him alone be 
all the praise.

TINNEVELLY, 

AT THE END OF JUNE 1836. 


It may not be uninteresting to our Christian friends to 
know what has been done here during the last 6 months : 
we therefore with pleasure publish the following brief account 
of the present state of the Mission. 

According to the health and strength granted to us by our 
gracious God, we have been travelling daring part of every 
month in the country, in the midst of Christian and heathen 
villages, preaching and distributing the word of life. We 
can say with humble gratitude that our labours have not 
been in vain. 

ls£. —Congregations.— We mentioned in our last address 
that at the end of December 1835, we had under our superin¬ 
tendence— 1,561 familis—containing 5,581 souls —in 154 villages. 

From the accompanying 
list, made up to the end 
of J une last, the total 
will be found to be at 

the present time. 1,835 „ „ 6,356 „ 189 „ 

Being an increase during 

the last six months, of 274 „ „ 775 ,, 35 „ 

This increase has partly been from the old Congregations 
in 15 places; but chiefly from among the heathen, of whom 
227 families in 38 villages, have placed themselves under 
Christian instruction. The increase would have been larger, 
were it not that 18 places have been struck out from our list, 
because the families resident there, have either removed to 
other places, joined the Church Mission, or returned to 
heathenism. 

We are sorry to say that in 47, out of the 189 villages now 
on our list, divisions have been effected; that is, a part of 
each Congregation is with us, and the other part with the 
Church Mission. However, the people in 142 villages con¬ 
tinue undivided. 

The oppression which our people have experienced in cer¬ 
tain villages, has compelled us to seek other lands for them 
upon which to settle. This has already been accomplished 
in one instance ; and w 7 e hope to be able to succeed shortly 
in others. There are also 4 new Christian villages rising in 
different directions.
